The United 
States said the pilot of the OH23 
helicopter strayed after becom­ 
ing disoriented during a training 
mission. 
It is not known whether the 
three Army men aboard sur­ 
vived the crash. 


10 Years For Killing 


SYDNEY. Australia (AP) — 
An American helicopter pilot 
from the Vietnam war has been 
sentenced to 10 years in prison 
for killing a Sydney model who 
fought off his attempt to have 
sexual intercourse with her. 
Lawrence James Hull, 20. of 
Enfield. Conn.. was convicted of 
manslaughter in Central Crim­ 
inal Court yesterday. The jury 
acquitted him of a charge of 
murdering Josephine Dunphy, 
18. 
Hull was on leave from Viet- i 
nam when the girl was killed in! 
his motel room on Dec. 16. She 
stabbed and the body mutilated 
with a hunting knife. 
Hull testified that he hoped to 
have intercourse with the girl. 
He said when he tried to kiss j 
her. her elbow came toward 
him and everything went black. 


Hungarian Bomber 


VIENNA (AP) — Police say a 
47-year-old Hungarian migrant 
to Canada has admitted the fire 
bombing of the Canadian Em­ 
bassy that killed two of the em­ 
bassy’s Austrian employees. 
A man threw several gaso­ 
line-filled bottles against a book­ 
case in the embassy library yes­ 
terday. Police said that at the 
height of the blaze. Colman Lo- 
sonczv walked up to a police­ 
man and said: *T started the 
fire.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Navy 
nuclear chief Hyman G. R ickov­ 
er says the Soviets—determined 
never again to have to back 
down as they did during the Cu­ 
ban missile crisis—rapidly are 
overtaking the U.S. submarine 
fleet. 


The Soviet Union is likely to 
have more nuclear submarines 
than the United States by the 
end of next year, the vice admi­ 
ral told a House Appropriations 
Subcommittee, and they already 
have 230 more submarines of ail 
types. 


He said the Soviets could 
catch up with the U.S. missile- 
firing Polaris submarines bv 
1973 or 1974. 


A censored transcript of R ick- 
over’s testimony May 20 in sup­ 
port of the Navy’s $1.16 billion 
request for nuclear ship devel­ 
opment and procurement was 
released today by the public 
works subcommittee. 
R ickover linked the rapid So­ 
viet submarine buildup to the 
1962 Cuban missile crisis when 
asked about the danger of the 
United States being overtaken. 
"1 would put it this way: I be­ 
lieve that after the Cuban con­ 
frontation—which resulted ulti­ 
mately in Mr. Kruschehev being 
kicked out of office—they made 
up their minds that they would 
never again be faced with a 
similar 
situation.” 
R ickover 
said.

Industry Defends Old Truck Policy 


DETR OIT <AP) - Chrysler 
Corp. said today it is industry 
practice to change the model 
year identifications of trucks 
carried over by dealers at the 
end of a model year and sell 
them as current models. 
General Motors Corp. conced­ 
ed it does so with heavy duty 
trucks. 
Ford Motor Co. said it “ is at­ 
tempting to obtain clarification 
of the problem discussed” by 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which reported yesterday that at 
least 
seven 
manufacturers 
change model year identifica­ 
tions on unsold vehicles. 
In some instances, after the 
date change, the FTC said vehi­ 
cles are sold as new, even 
though they were manufactured 
two or more years previously. 
The FTC said its investigation 


was initiated because of corn- 
; plaints from consumers con­ 
cerning five domestic manufac­ 
turers and two subsidiaries of 
foreign manufacturers. It de­ 
clined to name the companies. 
The FTC said it had taken no 
action against the manufactur­ 
ers, but that it would do so if the 


practices are continued. 
It said similar practices were 
followed by some trailer manu­ 
facturers and makers of other 
vehicles. 
The FTC said what it termed 
a deceptive practice involved 
the recall and reissue of the so- 
called 
” m a n u f a c t u r e r ’s 


statement of origin” 
sent to 
dealers. 
There is little doubt.” the 
FTC said, “ that an unused mo­ 
tor vehicle, no matter how care­ 
fully it may be maintained, will 
be subject to deterioration dur­ 
ing a long period of storage fol­ 
lowing its manufacturer.”

Russian space debris, trailing 
a shower ot sparks, streaked

Seen from various points in 
Maria

the high-flying object created an 
illusion of a plane in trouble, 
giving rise to reports in North 
Marin that a plane was seen 
crashing toward Hamilton Air 
I Force Base, and from yachts­ 
men off Sausalito that it was 
heading for a crash at San 
Francisco International Airport. 


Hamilton reported about 30 
calls on 
the then-unidentified 
flying object. 


Local observers also called 
police and fire departments and 
described the object as a bright 
yellow ball of fire with a lorrg 
tail traveling across the sky in a 
southerly direction. 


Other observers said glowing, 
cherry-red lights appeared to be 
a swarm of meteors. 


The North American Air De­ 
fense Command, which tracks 
all objects in space, said the 
lights were from a burning Sovi­ 
et rocket body used by the Rus- 
sinas to launch Cosmos 294 on 
Aug. 19. 


The Air Force facility at, Colo­ 
rado 
Springs. Colo., 
reported 
observers h a d predicted the 
rocket breakup last night for al­ 
most the exact time it hap­ 
pened, 8:50 p.m. 


An Air Force spokesman said 
it was unlikely that any parts of 
the rocket body would escape 
burning and fall to earth, but if 
so. the particles would come 
down in the Pacific Ocean about 
600 miles off the coast of Mexi­ 
co. 


The debris, which was seen in i 
California, Nevada and Arizona, 
was first believed to be a mete­ 
or by the Mount Wilson Observ­ 
atory in Los Angeles.

was a missile or a satélite re-1 
entry. 


The Air Force said rocket de­ 
bris usually disintegrates and 
burns in space without being, 
sighted and seldom is it seen so1 
clearly as the Cosmos “ decav.”

Loneliness and confusion 
about love account for many 
people's personality problems 
today, both as individuals and 
tn groups, says Dr. Erika 
Chance. 


In an interview at her home 
in Sausalito Dr Chance, who 
holds a Ph.D. in psychology 
from Stanford University, dis­ 
cussed a variety of family sit­ 
uations.

“ I feel it is important for 
each individual to work out 
what the important relation­ 
ships are with family mem­ 
bers and other important peo­ 
ple in his life.

Parents 
constantly look for some way 
of manupulating the kids, and 
this is why so many cry 
‘phony!’ It isn't love. It’s ma­ 
nipulation. On the other hand, 
the kids under-estimate how 
hard parents are trying to do 
what is right. They keep look­ 
ing for gimmicks.” 
Part of the difficulty for par­ 
ents. she explains, is that they 
are afraid to look into them­ 
selves. They can’t love them­ 
selves. and it is very hard to 
love other people if they don’t 
like themselves. They are also 
very unsure of themselves. 


“ VALUES HAVE changed 
so much that they find it diffi­ 
cult to know what they really 
believe from what they have 
read in newspapers or books,” 
she says. 
“ If they know what they be­ 
lieve. even if it is against what 
the children believe, they will 
have something to offer.” 
A large part of the youth re­ 
bellion is just ‘‘Take notice!” 
she maintains. 
Dr. Chance believes that

loneliness is at the bottom of 
many of the problems experi­ 
enced by both adults and chil­ 
dren. The reasons for this, she 
says, include the looser organi­ 
zation and mobility of fami­ 
lies. breakdown of marriage, 
impersonality of communities 
and decreasing importance of 
the church. 


“ PEOPLE PLACE so much 
importance on ‘am I well 
liked?’ when the really impor­ 
tant thing Is that they must 
first be able to like them­ 
selves,” she stresses. 
In their efforts to know 
themselves and escape loneli­ 
ness many people are joining 
groups established for this 
purpose. 
As a specialist in group psy­ 
chotherapy Dr. Chance ap­ 
proves of this approach, but 
she has some very strong res­ 
ervations about certain kinds 
of groups. 
“ The group approach is less 
expensive than the individ­ 
ual.” she says, “ but I’m not 
in favor of it for this reason, 
but because one of its great 
advantages is that the person 
is less lonely and feels less iso­ 
lated in a group. He is less de­ 
pendent on the therapist, and 
it is often easier for him to 
accept suggestions from his 
peers than from an expert. 


“ THE BIG QUESTION 
is 
how well is the group selected 
and conducted. It is very im­ 
portant that each person be in­ 
terviewed first, and sufficient 
time must be allowed. 
“ There are strong differ­ 
ences between group psychoth­ 
erapy and sensitivity train­ 
ing.” Dr. Chance emphasizes. 
“ One of the major differences 
is that in group therapy you 
have someone who is responsi­ 
ble — a professional person 
a d e q u a t e l y trained. If he 
doesn't do the job right, he can 
be blamed. There is a profes­ 
sional contract for care of a 
person by that or other tech­ 
niques. 


“ IN SENSITIVITY training 
there is neither a therapist 
nor a patient and no clear con­ 
tract as to who is responsible, 
it seems to me.” 
“ Many troubled people are 
intrigued by the help that sen- 
s i t i v i t y training promises. 
They think they will be less 
lonely if they take it. but there 
is not necessarily any attempt 
by the leaders to select and 
e v a l u a t e who is in these

“ It attracts so many weak 
or disturbed 
people, giving 
them the illusion that it is just 
a matter of using the right 
techniques and that they don't 
have to look for the real trou­ 
ble w i t h i n themselves. So 
called frank c r i t i c i s m by 
group members in meetings 
can be nothing more than hos­ 
tility practice sessions, and 
this can mean disaster for the 
individual with inferiority feel­ 
ings. 


“ Anyone thinking of going 
into such a g r 0 u p.” Dr. 
Chance recommends, “ should 
first decide how seriously he 
wants to work on himself. He 
should not go anywhere where 
he is not seen individually first 
before going into a treatment 
group. 


“ THE REST p r o c e d u r e 
when looking into any psychol­ 
ogical service would be to 
make a contract for two or 
three individual appointments 
with a professionally qualified 
person,” she urge*, “ who is 
then in a position to recom­ 
mend whatever kind of service 
is best for the individual and 
his problems.” 


The psychologist says she 
decided on the general direc­ 
tion of her career when at the 
age of 13 in Vienna she helped 
with the psychological testing 
of some babies. She is the only 
member of her family not a 
physician. Her father was a 
professor of medicine; 
her 
mother is 111 general practice 
in San Francisco, and she has 
two brothers who are doctors

some areas housewives are talk- - 
ing of boycotts in an attempt to 
bring down the cost of food. 
“ MY FOOD BILL averaged 
$135 a month in 1964 and the 
same stuff would cost me about 
$275 monthly in 
1969. That 
hurts,” said Mrs. Jan Stophlett, 
who is leading a protest move­ 
ment in Cocoa Beach. Fla. 
Similar complaints are being 
sounded elsewhere. 
“ We're supposed to be on a 
budget, but the money never 
lasts as long as it's supposed 
to,” said Mrs. Judy Sidman, a 
Natick. Mass.. mother of two. 
“ It's the prices of things like 
bread and milk that hurt, not 
the luxuries because we just 
don't buy that many luxuries.” 
The widening farm-to-consum- 
er gap is clear in a comparison 


of Agriculture Department sta­ 
tistics showing what happened 
to the money a housewife paid 
for a loaf of bread 20 years ago 
and what happens to it today. 
In 1949. the average price of a 
one-pound loaf of white bread 
was 13.5 cents. Today, the same 
loaf costs 22.9 cents. 
In 1949. the retailer's slice of 
the bread price was 2.2 cents. 
Today it is 5 cents. 
In 1949, the baker and whole­ 
saler—the key middlemen—got 
6.3 cents. Today they get 12.2 
cents. 
In 1949. 1.7 cents of the retail 
price went for milling, grain 
handling and transportation. To­ 
day the figure is 2.4 cents. 
In 1949. the farmer received 
3.3 cents for his wheat and other 
ingredients—such as lard, sugar 


and dried milk—that went into 
the loaf of bread. Today he gets 
the same 3.3 cents. 
The staff of the House Agri­ 
culture Committee, in a report 
this year, pointed directly at the 
middlemen in discussing the 
reasons for rising prices. 


“ PROCESSORS AND market­ 
ing agencies—the middleman be­ 
tween farmers and consumers 
—experiencing 
higher 
costs, 
have been successful in adding 
greatly increased charges to 
farmers’ products before they 
reach the consumer,” the report 
said. 
” ... AÜ the increase in retail 
price — and more — goes to the 
middlemen. None accrues to 
farmers.” 
Middlemen bristle at the con­ 
tention they’re solely to blame 
for higher prices. 
“ It’s inflation—pure and sim­ 
ple,”

I was beaten w'ith a heav w 
piece of firewood for su ch little 
things as not getting home from 
the grocery store in 15 minu tes.

rands. 
Sev eral times she tried to 
choke me. She has thrown me to 
the floor and kicked me. All the 
while my father stay ed in the 
other room, mainly becau se she 
was so jealou s of him that she 
accu sed him of incest if he took 
u p for me. She wou ldn’t ev en let 
him look at me or be in the 
same room. 
The first time I ran away I 
stay ed with my belov ed grand- 
pa r e n t s , bu t she threatened 
them with the law and made 
m e come home. Then she took, 
away all my bedclothes, ev en 
coats and robes, and made me j 
stay in my r o o m f o r t w o! 
months, coming ou t only for j 
school and food. 11 was Nov em-1 
ber and v ery cold. 
These are only a few of her 
actions. The one time Dad tried 
to arrange psy chiatric help for 
her, she went wild and said if 
he ev er tried that again she’d 
do something terrible to u s kids.

These costs, the commission 
conclu ded, “are an important 
form of inefficiency in the food 
indu stry .”

gredients in a 41-cent box of ce­ 
real. The remaining “marketing 
m argin” is distribu ted this way ; 
23 per cent went for labor,

The increase in food manu fac­ 
tu rers’ profits “was du e mostly 
to a strong rise in sales v olu me 
rather than an improv ement in

their costs in the form of price 
increases as fast as they oc­ 
cu r.”

FARMERS LIKE Joe Stu cky 
of Pretty Prairie, Kan., points 
ou t that the ty pical American 
family spends less than 17 per 
cent of its take-home pay on 
food, compared with 20 per cent 
in 1960 and 22 per cent in 1940. 
There’s a widely held belief 
among farmers that consu mers 
shou ld be pay ing more for their 
groceries.

said, becau se produ ction hadn’t 
kept pace with America’s awe­ 
some crav ing for beef — per 
capita consu mption has nearly 
dou bled since World War II to;

SAUSALI TO I NTEGRATI ON 
Drop in Student Count Continues

While most school districts in 
California wrestle with 
prob­ 
lems of growth, the Sausalito 
district is plagued with a declin­ 
ing school population. 


The decline was sharpest dur­ 
ing the period when population 
of Marin City was reduced by 
removal of wartime housing in 
preparation for redevelopment. 
But it has continued each year, 
with a single exception. There 
was a very slight rise in enroll­ 
ment in the 1965-66 school year 
- the first for the district's in­ 
tegration plan. 


The I96 0 census sho wed 2,- 
5 19 residents in Ma rin City , in 
8 15 h o u s e h o l d s . A Ma rin 
Co unty Ho using Autho rity re­ 
po rt in 196 1 sho wed o nly 4 19 
ho useho lds, 
indica ting a re­ 
ductio n o f nea rly ha lf. During 
the interim, a v era g e da ily a t­ 
tenda nce in Sa usa lito scho o ls 
declined fro m 1,24 5 in 195 9-6 0 
to 95 1 
in 196 4 -6 5 , despite a 
slo w g ro wth o f po pula tio n in 
Sa usa lito itself. 


T h c 
attendance 
recovered 
slightly to an average of 934 in 
1965-66. Since then, the decline 
has continued: 
885 in 1966-67. 
then 860 in 1967-68. and 820 last 
school year. During the last five 


years, Sausalito population has 
grown and that of Marin City 
and the forts has changed little. 


Wilson C. Riles, director of 
the California 
Department of 
Education's 
Commission 
o n 
Equal Opportunities, comment­ 
ed in a pessimistic 196 4 report 
on the possibilities of integrat­ 
ing the district: “ There are an 
unusual number of youngsters 
in this district going to private 
schools. I am not going to say 
1 hey are going there because 
they are unhappy with Richard­ 
son Bay. because 1 have no way 
of determining this. It may be 
they just like private schools.’ 
There are many requests for 
transfer from Sausalito schools 
to other public schools, besides 
those children sent to private 
schools. A p p l i c a t i o n s for 
transfer by inter-district agree­ 
ment come from both w h i t e 
and 
black 
parents. 
Sausalito 
school officials, concerned over 
this t r e n d , discourage such 
transfers. Except in cases cov­

Bonds Bat Booms 
From Fifth Spot 


Su nday was my 24th Dipsea Race. No, silly , not as a 
ru nner. 1 cou ldn't driv e ov er th e 6.8 -mile mou ntainou s 
cou rse let along ru n it. 1 mean as a spectator. 
Wh en 1 first cov ered Marin’s famed distance race 
h ack in 19 46 J h eard th e name of Norman Brigh t for 
th e first time. He was listed as h older of th e Dipsea 
record, ru nning from Mill Valley to Stinson Beach in 
47 minu tes, 22 seconds in 19 37. 
Each y ear since th en th e name h as come u p as th e 
record h older, bu t in name only . Th e body was miss­ 
ing. He was th e p h a u l o m of th e Dipsea. A my th . 
Ev ery one connected with th e Dipsea, of cou rse, new 
th e name h u t nobody new any th ing abou t h im. Was h e 
killed in th e war? 
Did Skid Row claim th is former 
distant 
ru nner? 
Qu estions 
were 
answered 
with 
sh ru gs. 
Well, I am h appy to report, Norman Brigh t is aliv e 
and well and su rprisingly tu rned u p in Mill Valley last 
weekend for Su nday ’s 39 th ru nning of th e foot race. 
Bu t, like me, as a spectator. It was h is first v isit to th e 
Dipsea since 19 37. 
“We didn’t know h e was coming,” said a member of 
th e Mill Valley Ju nior Ch amber of Commerce. “He! 
ju st tu rned u p Satu rday and said ‘Here I am.’ 
O f1 
cou rse we were deligh ted.” 


He Remembers Record Run Well 


Brigh t h anded ou t troph ies at Stinson Beach Su n­ 
day . An affable ch ap now employ ed as a gu idance 
cou nsellor in th e Seattle sch ool sy stem, working with 
r e t a r d e d ch ildren, h e remembered h is record ru n 
well. 
“Look h ere.” h e enth u siastically greeted reporters, 
“ I still h av e th e track sh oes 1 wore th at day . Th e 
cou rse was in awfu l sh ape — slick from rain — so th e 
Tamalpais High Sch ool track coach gav e th em to me 
for better footing. I forget th e coach ’s name, bu t lie 
h elped me file down th e spikes. 
“I'd come h ere from Su nny v ale wh ere I was teach ­ 
ing sch ool at th e time and was really ou t to break th e 
record wh ich was 47:56 set in 19 12. Bu t th e cou rse 
was in su ch awfu l sh ape from th e rains th at my coach 
told me 1 didn't h av e a ch ance. In fact, h e didn’t ev en 
come to th e race th at day ; h e stay ed in h is h otel 
room.” 


You Have To Prepare For Race 


Brigh t said h e was su rprised th at h is record h as 
remained u nbroken for all th ese 32 y ears bu t added: 
“No one will break it u nless th ey th orou gh ly stu dy th e 
cou rse and prepare for it as 1 did. I camped ou t h ere at 
Stinson Beach for two weeks prior to th e race and 
trained daily . Th e first two times ov er th e trail I got 
lost and h ad to knock on a door to ask directions. Bu t 1 
finally learned th e Dipsea — ev ery foot of it. For ex ­ 
ample, I carried a stop watch with me and timed ev ery 
section of th e trail. I timed my self ru nning u p th e 
(400) steps in Mill Valley and th en timed my self walk­ 
ing u p. I fou nd ou t 1 cou ld walk u p th em ju st as fast as 
I cou ld ru n, so th at was important information.

A 
blo ck o f 227 NYSE co mpanies 
which had bo ug ht 1 per cent o r 
mo re o f their o wn shares in any 
y ear fro m 19 6 0 thro ug h 19 6 7 
was co mpared with 227 co ntro l 
co mpanies selected at rando m. 
A sig nificant difference in the 
two g ro ups was no ted in earn­ 
ing s perfo rmance just prio r to 
repurchase, 
indicating t h a t 
reacquisitio n was used as a di­ 
v ersio nary tactic. Price earn­ 
ing s ratio in the two y ears fo l­ 
lo wing repurchase tended to be 
lo wer, primarily reflecting po o r 
price perfo rmance, since per 
share earning s are increased by 
reacquisitio n. Co mpanies with a 
lo wer lev erag e facto r and a de­ 
clining capital base tended to 
use share purchase to adjust 
this balance. A co mpany may 
utilize market weakness to ac­ 
quire shares fo r later acquisi­ 
tio ns. These purchases frequent­ 
ly serv e as an immediate pro p 
to the price. 


U.S. Industries’ recent tender 
offer for 300,000 shares is an ex­ 
cellent example of this. The 
original offer at $24 was amend­ 
ed to $26.50 because of strong 
price action. C o n f i r m i n g 
Young's findings on leverage.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Only Part Of Defense 
Iceberg Under Attack 


Congress and public are paying close 
attention, for the first time in many 
years, to the spending of the military 
services. 
Some pretty loud criticism has been 
voiced of late over disclosures such 
as 120 C5A jet transports that will 
cost $1.8 billion more than the S3.4 
billion originally contracted, that po­ 
tential brake failure in the A7D at­ 
tack plane was concealed from the 
government, that tanks were bought 
which were incapable of operating 
with the firing system they were sup­ 
posed to mount, etc., etc. 


M I L 1 A R Y SPENDING certainly 
needs to be watched closely. Many bil­ 
lions that might have been used for 
permanent benefits for the nation have 
been wasted by the military over the 
last two decades. But the concentration 
on contracts ignores the submerged 
part of the iceberg. 
Richard P. Cooke, in a recent Wall 
Street Journal article discussing in­ 
dustry's view of the matter, wrote: 
“ Of the total annual defense budget 
of $80 billion, only about S20 billion 
goes for actual weapons procurement. 
In the remaining $60 billion unneces­ 
sary overhead bulks large, and it is this 
sector which should be attacked by 
economizers rather than the building 
of the weapons themselves, according 
to one outstanding defense company 
president.” 


IT IS RELATIVELY easy to detect 
waste when an airplane costs twice 
what was estimated or when a missile 
is declared obsolete before its launch­ 
ing facilities are completed. It is much 
harder to track down the waste in 
needless proliferation of bookkeeping, 
in antiquated organizational systems, 
in inefficient assignment of manpower, 
etc. But the waste is there. 
This applies not only to the Defense 
Department, of course. Other govern­ 
mental operations— federal, state and 
local—suffer from many of the same 
ills. 
The trouble with attempts to make 
government operate more efficiently 
is that each such effort seems to add

another layer to the bureaucratic paper 
shuffling. Parkinson's Law operates 
here with a vengeance. 


Neither can man depend on com­ 
puters to create more efficiency. We 
have in our own county an example 
of how introduction of computers in­ 
augurated a spiral of rising costs in 
operating the data processing depart­ 
ment itself, which are only now being 
brought under control after a long 
period of wasteful operation. 


THE PLAIN FACT is that the only 
way to root out waste is to get out in 
the field and investigate personally to 
find where it is occurring. This is an 
unpleasant task from which both poli­ 
ticians and high-priced administrators 
shrink. But any smart bureaucrat can 
turn out reports of time, labor and 
material usage that will look good 
when run through a computer. 
That S60 billion part of the defense 
budget that is submerged under the 
surface may require a lot of sonar 
soundings. In the meantime, attacking 
the visible part that is represented by 
contracts for weapons and supplies at 
least promises some needed savings. 


Try Gopher Plant 


If you are much troubled with go­ 
phers making a mess of your garden, a 
friend of ours claims to have the an­ 
swer. It is a distant cousin of the poin- 
settia and is called gopher plant, also 
caper spurge, mole plant and compass 
plant. 
There is no doubt that it is poison­ 
ous. as it sometimes poisons cattle. An 
annual or biennial, one to three feet 
tall with very attractive f o 1 i a g e, go­ 
pher plant is a native of the Mediterra­ 
nean region, but now grows wild in 
Marin. It is usually found in moist situ­ 
ations. 
We hadn't heard of it before, but if 
it lives up to its billing, the neighbors 
will have our share of gophers next 
year. Gophers are said to avoid any 
small p o r t i o n of land where gopher 
plants are growing. 


That $524 Million 'Surplus' 
Turns Out To Be All Spent 


By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO. - (CNS) - 
Perhaps there should be some 
different method of explaining 
the financial situation of the 
state to the public. The figures 
handed out by the state’s fin­ 
ancial experts are somewhat 
difficult to understand. 
Ordinarily, when a business 
comes up with a surplus, it 
means that the business at the 
end of a year has taken in 
more money than it has spent. 
But with the state, it is not 
quite that simple. In fact, it is 
not simple at all. as the list of 
“ conditions” attached to the

BUT THE $9 MILLION can’t 
be spent this year, and will 
have to wait until next year, 
before the educationists can 
get their hands on this excess 
amount of tax the citizens of 
California have contributed to 
the state general fund. 
All of which means when a 
layman figures it out. there 
actually isn’t any surplus at 
all. for the simple reason the 
$524 million has been spent in 
one way or another prior even 
to the computation date used 
to describe the mythical “ sur­ 
plus” of state funds. 


THIS IS the first time in his­ 
tory. the department of fi­ 
nance says, that the state has 
ever come up with that much 
of a paper surplus in state 
funds. 
It might also be called to the 
attention of the public that this 
year is the first time in the 
financial history of California 
that taxpayers have been be- 
leagured with such high taxes. 
In other words, the state is 
collecting more money that it 
needs to run the government, 
in the amount of $524 million, 
and at the same time, commit­ 
ting this excess for future ex­ 
penditures, instead of return­ 
ing it to the taxpayers where 
it belongs. 


IF ONE overpays a bill with 
a private business organiza­ 
tion. he usually gets a credit 
slip back showing how much 
the organization owes him for 
the over-pavment. 
Not so, however, with the 
state. It voraciously applies 
the over-payment to some fu­ 
ture expenditures, and leaves 
the taxpayer holding the sack!

Banks Get Challenge 
To Face Responsibility 


(Reprinted from 
Oakland Tribune) 


Secretary of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Robert Finch 
has offered the challenge to 
the nation's bankers in clear 
and unmistakable terms: 
They can continue making 
federally guaranteed loans to 
needy college students despite 
a tight money situation that 
would bring them slightly less 
than the maximum profit. 
Or they can be steadfastly 
firm in grasping for the high­ 
est possible gains at the ex­ 
pense of some 200,000 students 
who could thus be denied entry 
to the nation's colleges in the 
next few weeks. 


THE PROBLEM is not the 
doing of the Nixon administra­ 
tion nor of the bankers, but 
mostly can be attributed to a 
“ tight money” situation and a 
foot-dragging Congress. 
Banks have been increasing­ 
ly hesitant to make loans to 
college students, even when 
they 
are 
g o v e r n m e n t - 
guaranteed. 
because present 
law permits only a 7 per cent 
interest rate while they can 
easily get 8V2 per cent else­ 
where and thus make a great­ 
er profit. Banks are them­ 
selves paying 6! 4 per cent in­ 
terest on c o r p o r a t e funds 
placed by corporations in cer­ 
tificates of deposit of $100.000 
or more for six months. 


THE SENATE overwhelm­ 
ingly passed a bill to permit 
interest rates on such loans as 
high as 10 per cent, but the 
H o u s e 
of 
Representatives 
failed to act before the current 
three-week congressional re­ 
cess started. There is every 
reason to expect the 10 per 
cent rate will eventually be 
approved, probably on a retro­ 
active basis so the banks won’t 
suffer any dollar loss. 
In calling on the bankers for 
an “ enlightened response” to 
his plea that the loans be con­ 
tinued, Secreatry Finch fo­ 
cused on a vital issue: 
He was asking, in effect, if 
the banks can recognize that 
they have a special obligation 
to the thousands of young peo­ 
ple of this nation who want to 
f u r t h e r their careers but 
whose parents don’t have the 
financial means to match spi- 
raling college costs. 


TO DATE, just one lending 
institution, New York’s Chase 
Manhattan Bank, has been re-/ 
ported meeting that obligation 
by not limiting approval of 


student loan applications. 
If other major banks would 
step in to “ share the load,” 
the students’ needs would be 
met without appreciable finan­ 
cial sacrifice on anyone’s part, 
particularly in view of the ex­ 
pected congressional action on 
the interest rate. 
The “ paper losses” would be 
more than made up by the 
good will acquired and the im­ 
proved image for the bankers 
who all too often are viewed 
by the public as heartless, un­ 
feeling creatures.

No Time For 'Patch And Wait' 


In Defense Dept. Procurement

WASHINGTON - 
President 
Nixon and Defense Secretary 
Melvin Laird are making a 
grievous mistake. 
They are assuming that, be­ 
cause the horrible and costly 
inefficiencies in Pentagon pro­ 
curement occurred during pre- 
v i 0 u s administrations, they 
can take their own good time 
setting things straight. 
They can’t. 


EVERY DAY that goes by 
without massive surgery to 
carve out the gross incompe­ 
tencies 
in defense procure­ 
ment is eroding the nation’s 
respect for the military and 
is imperiling the security of 
the United States in a world 
where serious war is in the air 
— on the Sino-Soviet border, 
in the Middle East, in Eastern 
Europe. 
The 
administration simply 
can’t go about trying to cope 
with this Pentagon virus with 
a penknife and an eraser. And 
it can’t expect the country or 
the congress to smile benignly 
at it because the worst horrors 
of mismanagement took place 
under other administrations. 
Richard Nixon didn’t get us 
into Vietnam, but lie’s saddled 
with it and now it is his re­ 
sponsibility. 
Laird didn’t preside over 
l oos e contracting, mounting 
cost overruns and immoral 
coverups, 
but he’s 
saddled 
with them and now they are 
his. 


BECAUSE THE worst Pen­ 
tagon blundering took place 
under Presidents Johnson and 
Kennedy, the Nixon adminis­ 
tration seems to think it can 
proceed 
with 
all 
deliberate 
slowness to do what needs to 
be done. 
It can’t. 
Public patience is wearing 
thin. 
Congressional 
patience 
i s 
wearing thin. 
Rightly so. 
And there is grave danger 
that since the only effective 
sanction congress has to com­ 
pel reform is to cut the de­ 
fense budget deeply until ad­ 
equate reform is forthcoming, 
it will do just that. And the end 
result would be to leave the 
United States militarily weak 
at a period of great uncertain­ 
ty in the world. 


SECRETARY L A I R D be­ 
lieves that the $3-billion cut in 
current defense spending re­ 
quired by congress is begin­ 
ning to do just that. 


Congress has been criticized 
for nit-picking at the defense 
budget, hacking off money in­ 
discriminately without e v e r 
taking a total view of the na­ 
tion's d e f e n s e commitment 
and its defense needs in order 
to determine its total defense 
requirements. 
But it is no more intelligent 
and no more justified for the 
Nixon administration to ex­ 
pend precious time just patch­ 
ing up Pentagon procurement. 
It is true that Secretary 
Laird has talked of taking a 
more skeptical attitude toward 
eager-beaver new-weapons en­ 
thusiasts. The President has 
directed the Budget Bureau to 
look with suspicion at the mili­ 
tary budget and has named a 
committee to study Defense 
Department procedures. 
But none of this is good 
enough, nor is it moving fast 
and far enough, to restore the 
stern, practical discipline the 
Defense Department 
so ur­ 
gently needs. 


HOW DO WE know enough 
is not being done? Everybody 
would know it if it were. But 
now, one top Pentagon official 
is blurting out the truth. He is 
Dr. John S. Foster Jr., director 
of defense research and engi­ 
neering. He knows the facts 
and is telling them: 
“ Our past and present meth­ 
ods of acquiring weapons have 
lost us the confidence of the 
pubTic and are threatening our 
country's future security. Un­ 
less we change our practices 
drastically, our future ability 
to deter war and to fight can 
be seriously jeopardized. 
“ The country, until recently, 
has been patient with us. We 
have assumed that we had 
time to do better. But the 
country's 
patience 
has 
run 
out. The signs are all around 
us.” 
What needs to be done? No 
routine checkup will be ade­ 
quate, says Dr. Foster. The 
need is for “ major surgery.” 
When 
are 
they going to 
wheel the patient into the op­ 
erating room? Why not now?

5 Per Cent Income Tax 
Cut Won't Apply To All 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN and JOHN A. GOLDSMITH 


WASHINGTON - There is a 
lot less S a n t a Claus than 
claimed for taxpayers in the 
middle income brackets ($8.- 
000 to $20.000) in the tax re­ 
form bill voted by the House. 


Instead of the loudly fan- 
fared 5 per cent cut in individ­ 
ual rates for the millions of 
taxpayers in these brackets — 
hurriedly written into the mea­ 
sure at the last minute by the 
ways and means committee — 
the actual reduction is from 4 
of 1 per cent to 14 per cent. 
This ;s revealed in an analy­ 
sis of the House-passed bill 
made by staff experts of the 
Senate Finance Committee — 
where the legislation is now 
pending. The committee study 
states the measure does cut in­ 
dividual tax rates 5 per cent. 
But it points out that percen­ 
tage is an overall figure that 
includes all income brackets 
— from $500 to $400.000 and 
over. 
In other words. 5 per cent is 
a blanket reduction that, as it 
works out, benefits those with 
incomes of $64.000 and over. 
Several millions of poor are 
exempted from paying any in­ 
come tax. 


The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee’s a n a l y s i s presents the 
main a r g u m e n t s for and 
against the new rate schedule, 
as follows: 


FOR — “ The reduction is 
justified on the ground that 
present rates are unrealistic 
and have been instrumental in 
encouraging the development 
of tax avoidance devices and 
tax shelters. Lower rates re­ 
duce the incentive to use and 
devise methods of avoiding tax 
and reduce the disproportion- 
tion on economic decisions, 
both socially desirable goals.” 


A G A I N S T — “ Tax rates 
should not be reduced during a 
period when inflation is so 
strong, and further extension 
of the income tax surcharge 
rates is being considered to 
combat it. Also the reduction 
all rates is highly questionable 
because of the huge loss of 
revenue — $4.5 billion. The 


amount unbalances the reform 
and relief program in contrast 
to the rate schedule in the bills 
as reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee. Tthat rate 
schedule roughly balanced the 
revenue gain from tax reform 
and revenue loss from tax re­ 
lief.” 


THE HOUSE measure 
is 
c e r t a i n to be considerably 
changed by the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee. 


Both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic committeemen disagree 
with many of its provisions. 
Also, members want to incor­ 
porate additional items. Fore­ 
most among them is an in­ 
crease in old age Social Secu­ 
rity benefits. 


T w 0 amendments already 
are pending on that. One by 
Sen. 
Vance 
Hartke, 
D-Ind.. 
would raise these payments by 
71/2 per cent; the other by Sen. 
George Aiken, R-Vt., by 10 per 
cent. 


Hartke contends an immedi­ 
ate 74 per cent hike is feasi­ 
ble without increasing Social 
Security taxes. He bases this 
on the ground the Social Secu­ 
rity reserve has some $3.5 bil­ 
lion in surplus funds to finance 
such a hike — which both he 
and Aiken vigorously argue is 
necessary because of the infla­ 
tionary increase in the cost of 
living.

Schmitz Bill Won't End 


Family Life' Arguments

Opponents of early sex edu­ 
cation have scored a victory 
with the passage and signing 
into 
law of 
Sen. 
John 
G 


Schmitz's SB 413. 
but the mea­ 
sure cannot be expected to 
end the arguments over “ fam­ 
ily life education. *’ 


Schmitz's 
measure, 
which 
passed the state Senate 23-0, 
forbids sex instruction in the 
schools without parental per­ 
mission. It also gives parents 
the right to examine materials 
to be used in such classes be­ 
fore deciding whether to let 
their children attend. 
The measure was opposed 
by the California Teachers As­ 
sociation in a battle in which 
the issue became submerged 
in charges of “ right wing sup­ 
port” and “ left wing opposi­ 
tion." The CTA made much of 
Senator Schmitz’s m e m b e r- 
ship in the John Birch Society. 
The act is likely to result in 
redesign of the “ family life 
education" courses in those 
school districts where there 
has been considerable opposi­ 
tion to sex instruction — of 
which there are quite a few. It 
may result in abandonment of 
the program in some districts, 
at least in primary grades. 


I HE FCHORE over “ family 
life education” is reminiscent 
of earlier fights over sex edu­ 
cation — but with a difference. 
In 1957, Editorial Research 
Reports prepared a resume of 
the status of sex education in 
the schools, and the controver­ 
sy surrounding it at that time. 
Here is an excerpt from it: 
"Sex education of the young 
is 
undertake 
primarily 
to 
guide boys and girls toward 
acceptance 
of 
the 
attitudes 
and behavior patterns which 
accord 
with 
the 
prevailing 
moral standards of the society 
in which they live, . . . 


“ Virtually every statement 


ot purpose of sex education 
enunciated 
by 
agencies 
en­ 
gaged in it reflects the funda­ 
mental motive of h e l p i n g 
young people to adapt their 
primitive impulses to the de­ 
mands of a social idea, the 
monogamous family unit. ” 


THE CURRENT view is ex­ 


pressed in an article by Don 
Speich. education writer of the 
Sacramento Bee, which ap- 
p e a r e d this month. Speich 
wrote: 


"Whose s e x u a l guidelines 
and morals will the teacher 
impart to the students? The 
answer is no one's. Idealfy, 
the instruction is of an amoral 
nature, with the t e a c h e r 
presenting all sides of the coin 
to the pupils.” 


This lack of moral instruc­ 
tion in the sex courses is what 
caused George Romney, then 
governor of Michigan, to veto 
a bill for sex classes in that 
state's schools last year. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, much of 
the opposition to sex courses 
is from parents opposed to sex 
education per se. But their 
ranks are swelled by those 
who 11) object to the lack of 
moral teaching, or (2> oppose 
introduction 
in 
the 
1 o w e r 
grades of material which in 
former sex courses was of­ 
fered at about junior high lev­ 
el. 


Typical of the latter is a 
comment by Hardin B. Jones, 
professor of medical physics 
and physiology at University 
of California, Berkeley. Wrote 
Professor Jones: 


“ The fuss is about the right­

The Department of Housing

handling 701 grants and Novato

In the past, the state and the 
city’s planning consultant took 
care of everything from the for­ 
mation of the contract to han­ 
dling the money. Under the new 
system, Novato must do every­ 
thing. with the result that the 
city had to get a contract ap­ 
proved by the California Council 
on Intergovernmental Relations, 
the contract was received to­ 
day.

dent of Veterinary Research In­ 
stitute. said his engineers now 
are building a laser branding 
unit for field tests on live steers.

Laser stands for “ light ampli­ 
fication by stimulated emission 
radiation.”

The astronomers use a ruby 
to get a radar beam that starts 
out half an inch across and is 
not wider than half a mile when 
it hits the moon. V RI engi­ 
neers use carbon dioxide in a 
long tube in place of the ruby. It 
generates laser beams in the in­ 
frared frequency. 


But Stilwell said their brand­ 
ing laser achieves temperatures 
of t.000 degrees Centigrade. He 
and the engineers are making a 
study to determine whether to 
put on the brand with a stencil 
or by moving the beam. 
W h a t e v e r method will be 
used, the animal will be stopped 
in a chute and in the merest 
fraction of a second the brand 
will be applied. 
“ It now costs 25 to 40 cents to 
put a brand on an animal,” Stil- 
well said. “ We hope we can get 
this down to 12 or 15 cents.” 
A laser branding machinen of 
course, would cost a good deal 
more than a metal branding 
iron and a mesquite wood fire. 
Stilwell expects that the gov­ 
ernment will require identifica­ 
tion marks on all cattle and 
hogs within five years and that 
laser branding will be the an­ 
swer to the problem. 
He and his engineers also 
have been trying their beams on 
a collection of cow and steer 
skulls and find that they do an 
instant job of dehorningm The 
speed of the process would less­ 
en the shock of the operation. 
Stillwell said VRI in its labo­ 
ratory is trying “ to bring all 
technology to bear on the ani­ 
mal health industry,” and to 
th s end also will try to adapt 
radar to castrating animals.

Industry Defends Old Truck Policy 


DETROIT (AP) — Chrysler 
Corp. said today it is industry 
practice to change the model 
year identifications of trucks 
carried over by dealers at the 
end of a model year and sell 
them as current models. 
General Motors Corp. conced­ 
ed it does so with heavy duty 
trucks. 
Ford Motor Co. said it "is at­ 
tempting to obtain clarification 
of the problem discussed” by 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which reported yesterday that at 
least 
seven 
manufacturers 
change model year identifica­ 
tions on unsold vehicles. 
In some instances, after the 
date change, the FTC said vehi­ 
cles are sold as new, even 
though they were manufactured 
two or more years previously. 
The FTC said its investigation 


was initiated because of com­ 
plaints 
from consumers con­ 
cerning five domestic manuiac- 
turers and two subsidiaries of 
foreign manufacturers. It de­ 
clined to name the companies. 
The FTC said it had taken no 
action against the manufactur­ 
ers, but that it would do so if the 


practices are continued. 
It said similar practices were 
followed by some trailer manu­ 
facturers and makers of other 
vehicles. 
The FTC said what it termed 
a deceptive practice involved 
the recall and reissue of the so- 
called 
“ m a n u f a c t u r e r ’s 


statement of origin" sent to 
dealers. 
There is little doubt,” the 
FTC said, "that an unused mo­ 
tor vehicle, no matter how care­ 
fully it may be maintained, will 
be subject to deterioration dur­ 
ing a long period of storage fol­ 
lowing its manufacturer.”

Eugene Shurtz Jr.. 26. of Daven­ 
port, Iowa, had been relieved as 
commander of Alpha Company 
and would be given a new as­ 
signment with the 196th Light 
Infantry Brigade. 
“ I went out to relieve him 
personally,” Bacon said in a 
telephone interview from hisj 
headquarters in 
the foothills I 
southwest 
of 
Da 
Nang. 
“ I 
wasn't satisfied with the pro­ 
gress the company was mak­ 
ing.” 
Alpha 
Company 
suffered 
heavy casualties last wreek in 
five assaults on a labyrinth of 
North Vietnamese bunkers and 
trench lines on the slopes of Nui 
Lon Mountain. Ordered to move 
out again Sunday. Shurtz told 
Bacon over the field telephone: 
“ I am sorry, sir, but my men 
refuse to go. We cannot move 
out.” 
Bacon sent his executive offi­ 
cer, Maj. Richard Waite of Rey- 
noldsville. Pa., and Sgt. Okey 
Blankenship of Panther, W.Va., 
a Vietnam veteran, to the scene. 
Blankenship finally persuaded 
the men to get moving. They 
ran into no opposition. 
Bacon said that Capt. Bernard 
F. Wolpers, a native of Ger­ 
many who is now a U.S. citizen, 
had replaced Shurtz as compa­ 
ny commander. 
The colonel said the compa­ 
ny's refusal to follow Shurtz’s 
orders “ was certainly a contrib­ 
uting factor” in his decision to 
change commanders, but that 
the action “ was not solely based 
on that.” 
“ I made the decision for a lot 
of reasons,” he said. “ I don’t 
think he had the experience to 
handle the job ... The company 
wasn’t responsive; it was drag­ 
ging its feet. 
“ It was slow getting its gear 
together. I didn’t think the com-1 
pany moved when I wanted it 
to. I would tell them to move 
out at 6 a.m. and they would 
move out at 6:30.” 
A spokesman for the Americal 
Division said five enlisted men 
had questioned Shurtz’s orders 
to move out, but that all five 
had finally gone with the rest of 
the company “ and the company 
completed its mission.” Both 
Bacon and the spokesman said 
no charges are pending against 
anyone and no formal investiga­ 
tion is being conducted. 
“ The matter is not being fur­ 
ther pursued,” the spokesman 
said. “ The men are still in the 
company, and the compamr ic 
still in the field.”

He spends most of his time 
handing out bandages, picking 
up trash or looking for lost ob­ 
jects— children, rings, watches 
and false teeth. 
Such, at least, are the obser- 
, vat ions of Bob Moore, who has 
i worked for the Los Angeles life­ 
guard service for more than 35 
j years. 
“I'm afraid a lifeguard's job 
isn't what it's like in the mov­ 
ies." sighed Moore, still trim, 
hard and handsome at the age 
of 59. 
“We don't loll around flexing 
our muscles for giggling girls. 
In fact, girls are usually furious 
at us lor ignoring them." 
Moore has rescued hundreds 
of persons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sena­ 
tors critical of the defense budg­ 
et are planning new assaults on 
it despite a Pentagon campaign 
depicting further cuts as dan­ 
gerous.

accept as infallible the judg­ 
ment of the Pentagon or the 
White House on weapons spend­ 
ing. 
When the Senate reconvenes 
one week from today, it will 
take up once again an amend­ 
ment to cut $533 million for the 
giant C5A transport plane from 
the defense budget. 
Action is due later on an 
amendment sponsored by Case 
and Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., to slice $377 million pro­ 
grammed for work on a nu­ 
clear-powered aircraft carrier. 
Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., is 
considering an effort to knock 
out $239 million for the new 
F14A Navy fighter plane. 
Sen. George S. McGovern. D- 
S.D., is challenging a $90.2 mil­ 
lion item for research and de­ 
velopment 
work 
on 
a 
new 
manned bomber. 
And there may be other at­ 
tempts to trim the $20 billion 
bill authorizing weapons pur­ 
chases, research and develop­ 
ment spending, and other mili­ 
tary outlays,. 
The overall military budget 
now stands at some $77 billion. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird said yesterday those 
demanding further big cuts in 
that budget “ are urging a very 
dangerous course.”

themselves and escape loneli­ 
ness many people are joining 
groups

As a specialist in group psy­ 
chotherapy 
Dr. 
Chance 
ap­ 
proves of this approach, but 
she has some very strong res­ 
ervations about certain kinds 
of groups. 


“ The group approach is less 
expensive 
than 
the 
individ­ 
ual.” she says, “ but I'm not 
in favor of it for this reason, 
but because one of its great 
advantages is that the person 
is less lonely and feels less iso­ 
lated in a group. He is less de­ 
pendent on the therapist, and 
it is often easier for him to 
accept suggestions 
from 
his 
peers than from an expert. 


“ THE 
BIG 
QUESTION 
is 
howr well is the group selected 
and conducted. It is very im­ 
portant that each person be in­ 
terviewed first, and sufficient 
time must be allowed. 
"There 
are 
strong 
differ­ 
ences between group psychoth­ 
erapy 
and 
sensitivity 
train­ 
ing,” Dr. Chance emphasizes. 
"One of the m ajor differences 
is that in group therapy you 
have someone who is responsi­ 
ble — a professional person 
a d e q u a t e l y trained. If he 
doesn't do the job right, he can 
be blamed. There is a profes­ 
sional contract for care of a 
person by that or other tech­ 
niques. 


“IN SENSITIVITY training 
there is neither a therapist 
nor a patient and no clear con­ 
tract as to who is responsible, 
it seems to m e.” 
“ Many troubled people are 
intrigued by the help that sen- 
s i t i v i t y training promises. 
They think they will be less 
lonely if they take it. but there 
is not necessarily any attempt 
by the leaders to select and 
e v a l u a t e who is in these

Why High Cost Of Eating 
Wrecks Their Food Budget 


WASHINGTON (APi - The 
■ost of getting food from the 
arm er to the housewife has 
oared 160 per cent in two dec­ 
ides and now consumes two- 
birds of America's grocery bill. 
Tie House Agriculture Commit- 
ee cites these figures: 
Twenty 
years 
ago, 
when 
Americans spent $45 billion a 
ear for food, the farm er got 
ibout $20 billion and the middle- 
nen $25 billion. Today, when 
he nation's annual food bill is 
,bout $90 billion, the farmer 
;ets about $30 billion and the 
[liddlemen about $60 billion. 
The recent upward trend—the 
.abor Department reported Fri- 
lay that the cost of living ad- 
anced again in July and is 
;oing up at the fastest rate in 18 
'ears—has been so steep that in ; 


some areas housewives are talk­ 
ing of boycotts in an attem pt to 
bring down the cost of food. 
“ MY FOOD BILL averaged 
$135 a month in 1964 and the 
same stuff would cost me about 
$275 
monthly 
in 
1969. 
That 
hurts,” said Mrs. Jan Stophlett, 
who is leading a protest move­ 
ment in Cocoa Beach. Fla. 
Similar complaints are being 
sounded elsewhere. 
“ We're supposed to be on a 
budget, but the money never 
lasts as long as it's supposed 
to,” said Mrs. Judy Sidman, a 
Natick. Mass.. mother of two. 
“ It's the prices of things like 
bread and milk that hurt, not 
the luxuries because we just 
don't buy that many luxuries.” 
The widening farm-to-consum- 
er gap is clear in a comparison 


of Agriculture Department sta­ 
tistics showing what happened 
to the money a housewife paid 
for a loaf of bread 20 years ago 
and what happens to it today. 
In 1949. the average price of a 
one-pound loaf of white bread 
was 13.5 cents. Today, the same 
loaf costs 22.9 cents. 
In 1949, the retailer's slice of 
the bread price was 2.2 cents. 
Today it is 5 cents. 
In 1949, the baker and whole­ 
saler—the key middlemen—got 
6.3 cents. Today they get 12.2 
cents. 
In 1949. 1.7 cents of the retail 
price went for milling, grain 
handling and transportation. To­ 
day the figure is 2.4 cents. 
In 1949. the farm er received 
3.3 cents for his wheat and other 
ingredients—such as lard, sugar 


and dried milk—that went into 
the loaf of bread. Today he gets 
the same 3.3 cents. 
The staff of the House Agri­ 
culture Committee, in a report 
this year, pointed directly at the 
middlemen 
in 
discussing 
the 
reasons for rising prices. 
“PROCESSORS AND m arket­ 
ing agencies—the middleman be­ 
tween farm ers and consumers 
—experiencing 
higher 
costs, 
have been successful in adding 
greatly 
increased 
charges 
to 
farm ers’ products before they 
reach the consumer,” the report 
said. 
” . . . All the increase in retail 
price — and more — goes to the 
middlemen. 
None 
accrues 
to 
farm ers.” 
Middlemen bristle at the con­ 
tention they're solely to blame 
for higher prices. 
“ It's inflation—pure and sim­ 
ple,” 
said 
Clarence 
Ada my, 
president of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Food Chains. 
Adamy and other spokesmen 
for m arketers tick off their own

Parent Cruelties To Children 
May Be Stopped With Legal Aid 


Dear Helen: 
I want to keep my brothers 
and sisters from the misery I 
had when I was home, but how? 
I ’ve talked to the welfare people 
and they don't seem concerned. 
I guess a child has to be so bat­ 
tered he show's up in the hospi­ 
tal before they take action. 
What happened to me is hap­ 
pening all over again with the 
younger kids. My brother called 
me (long d i s t a n c e , reverse 
charges) at 5 a.m. (so Mother 
wouldn’t hear). He says the kids 
aren’t allowed outside except to 
do the shopping she won’t do. 
They have 
bruises 
all 
over 
where she hits them. She beats 
on Dad who just stands there 
and takes it, and the language 
she screams out is vile. He says 
she’s sick and can’t help it, but 
he could help his children — if 
he would! 
Here are some of the things I 
. took before I ran away for the 
last time at age 16: (Luckily I 
tound a wonderful man and, at 
20. I have a nice home and two 
children.) 
I was beaten with a heavy 
piece of firewood for such little 
things as not getting home from 
the grocery store in 15 minutes. 
She never goes outside the 
house so the kids run all the er­ 
rands. 
Several times she tried to 
choke me. She has thrown me to 
the floor and kicked me. All the 
while my father stayed in the 
other room, mainly because she 
was so jealous of him that she 
accused him of incest if he took 
up for me. She wouldn’t even let 
him look at me or be in the 
same room. 
The first time I ran away I 
stayed with my beloved grand­ 
pa r ent s, but she threatened 
them with the law and made 
me come home. Then she took 
away all my bedclothes, even 
coats and robes, and made me 
stay in my r o o m f or t wo 
months, coming out only for 
school and food. It was Novem­ 
ber and very cold. 
These are only a few of her 
actions. The one time Dad tried 
to arrange psychiatric help for 
her, she went wild and said if 
he ever tried that again she’d 
do something terrible to us kids. 
We lived in even more fear aft­ 
er that. 
With Dad petrified of her, j 
there’s no one who can make 
the welfare people understand. 
My brothers and sisters are in 


danger: They're aged 9, 10, 12 
and 13. If my husband and I 
; took them away, she’d get them 
back, and make life Hell for all 
; of us. She puts on a good show 
(for the authorities. 
What can we do? - FEAR- 
FUL SISTER 
DEAR SISTER : 
Consult a lawyer or your dis­ 
trict attorney. Your father must 
be told that he is as guilty as 
your mother if he allows these 
cruelties. If he still refuses to 
ask help for his children — and 
his wife 
—then I believe you 
and your husband, with legal 
aid and neighbors’ testimony, 
can make a case strong ecough 
to save your brothers and sis­ 
ters. — H. 
DEAR HELEN: 
You asked for letters from 
happily married men, telling 
how it happened. Here’s my for­ 
mula: 
1. Get up before her occasion­ 
ally, and make breakfast for 
her. 
(Thanks 
for the many 
meals she prepares for you.) 
2. When the kids aren’t in 
school, surprise her at times by 
not waking her at all, but get­ 
ting y o u r s e l f off to wrork. 
I (Thanks for the many sleepless 
nights she spent nursing you 
and the children through illness­ 
es.) 
3. Never forget her special 
days — anniversaries, Valen- 
• tines Day, etc.

4. Do one of her jobs, like 
throwing a load into the washer 
: or a professional kitchen w^axing 
job. (Thanks for her uncom­ 
plaining performance of many 
dull tasks.) 
5. Our nightcap is a cup of tea 
which I prepare and serve just 
before bedtime. (This ends her 
day by having something done 
for her. not by her.) 
I believe the words of the 
song, “ Try a Little Tenderness” 
should be the anthem of all 
married men.

rising cost—labor costs up more 
than 100 per cent in 20 years, 
costs of containers and packag­ 
ing material up 40 per cent, 
overhead cost such as went up 
96 per cent. 


HOUSEWIVES, 
THEY 
add, 
also are demanding foods that 
require more and more process­ 
ing-canned chocolate pudding, 
for example, or frozen three- 
course dinners. 
A commission set up by for­ 
mer President Johnson to study 
food marketing costs, however, 
was critical of ‘‘the substantial 
costs built into the price of food 
as a result of various forms of 
selling effort—advertising, sales 
promotion, 
expensive 
packag­ 
ing, salesmen.” 
These costs, the commission 
concluded, ‘‘are an important 
form of inefficiency in the food 
industry.” For example, 
the 
farmer gets 4.3 cents for the in­ 
gredients in a 41-cent box of ce­ 
real. The remaining “ marketing 
margin” is distributed this way: 
23 per cent went for labor, 
22 per cent for advertising 
and promotion, 
15 per cent for profits before 
income tax, 
13 per cent for containers and 
supplies, 
12 per cent for administrative 
and otherncosts, 
10 per cent for buildings and 
equipment, and, 
5 per cent for transportation. 


S. KENT CHRISTENSEN, an 
economist for the food chain as- 
l sociation, said supermarket chain 
■ industry profits have dwindled 
steadily, 
dropping 
from 
1.411 
cents per dollar of sales in 1964 
to .99 of a cent last year. He cit­ 
ed these figures from an indus- 
| try-financed study by Cornell 
University—a study which also 
disclosed that the average su­ 
permarket's annual sales have 
climbed 
for 
12 
consecutive 
years 
and 
now 
stand 
at 
$1.679,000. 
Viewed 
another way, 
food 
chains had after-tax profits last 
year of 9.18 per cent of their net 
wrorth, the Cornell study said. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department, 
however, places the figure for 
58 large chains at 11.5 per cent 
of net w'orth, up slightly from 
the previous year. 
THE DEPARTMENT also list­ 
ed profits for 149 food manufac­ 
turers at $1.1 billion last year, 
up 2.4 per cent from 1967. It said 
14 baking firms had profits of 
$78.7 million, 13.7 per cent of net 
worth; 12 dairy product manu­ 
facturers $227.5 million, 11.4 per 
cent of net worth; and 34 meat­ 
packing firms, $105 million, 8.2 
per cent of net worth. 


The increase in food manufac­ 
turers’ profits “ was due mostfy 
to a strong rise in sales volume 
rather than an improvement in 
profit 
margins,” 
department 
economists concluded. 
Middlemen, 
added Christen­ 
sen, “ have not passed along 
their costs in the form of price 
increases as fast as they oc­ 
cur.” But farmers who look at 
the middlemen’s profit levels 
believe they have been left be­ 
hind. 
“ Do you know that 100 years 
ago, on Aug. 1, 1869, wheat was 
selling for $1.10 a bushel? That’s 
more than wre’re getting now,” 
I grumbled wheat farmer Harold 
Tonn of Haven, Kan. 
Tonn was referring to the 
cash price for wheat, which 
dipped below $1 a bushel in 
Kansas during this summer’s 


harvest. Actually, counting gov­ 
ernment support payments and 
subsidies, the farmer in Kansas 
averages $1.55 a busher. 
FARM ERS LIKE Joe Stucky 
of Pretty Prairie, Kan., points 
out that the typical American 
family spends less than 17 per 
cent of its take-home pay on 
food, compared with 20 per cent 
in 1960 and 22 per cent in 1940. 
There’s a widely held belief 
among farmers that consumers 
should be paying more for their 
groceries. 
“ I think they should,” said 
John Wagner, a Dane County. 
Wis., dairy farmer. “ Compared 
with other countries they’re liv­ 
ing cheap—they’re making high 
enough incomes to afford pay­ 
ing more for food.” 
HOUSEWIVES, 
OF 
course, 
don’t agree. 
“ I used to buy steak frequent­ 
ly,” said Mrs. Irene Berlin of 
Wilmette, 111., “ but now I have 
to settle for ground beef—which 
isn’t cheap for a large family.” 
It’s the recent upward surge 
in beef prices that has brought 
tafk of housewife boycotts. 


On Long Island, housewives 
staged 
a protest rally with 
chants like “ Let the meat rot,” 
and “ Prices too high, we won’t 
buy.” 


And in Florida, Mrs. Grover 
Morgan formed a boycott group, 
saying. “ I ’ve decided to grab 
the bull by the horns and fight 
the price of beef.” 


Leo Kaufman, manager of a 
Miami m e a t p a c k i n g firm, 
countered: “ Nobody ever hears 
a word when prices sink. Then 
let ’em rise, and they scream.” 
BEEF PRICES shot up this 
spring and summer, analysts 
said, because production hadn t 
kept pace with America’s awe­ 
some craving for beef — per 
capita consumption has nearly 
doubled since World War II to 
110 pounds a year. 
Cattlemen had been keeping 
the size of their herds in check, 
remembering past money-losing 
periods of overproduction. But 
now, spurred by higher prices, 
they are moving cautiously to 
enlarge their herds. 
As more and more cattle 
reach 
market this 
fall, 
the 
slaughter price of choice beef is 
expected to drop. But industry 
officials predict that the whole­ 
sale and retail markups will be 
widened when live cattle prices 
drop. The net result for the 
housewife: Retail beef prices 
will stay about the same as 
now', or even climb higher. 
“ I don’t think anybody in this 
country can expect to see $1 
round steak again, and certainly 
not less than about $1.39 for sir­ 
loin,” said Lyle Liggett of the

About the only ones happy 
about rising meat prices are 
cattlemen.

But Chancellor Glenn S. Dum­ 
ke said in an interview yester­ 
day that “if it is true that mas­ 
sive confrontations are coming 
to an end. then obviously mili­ 
tants will resort to other tactics 
more in the nature of guerrilla 
techniques.” 


Dumke 
spoke 
on 
the 
tele­ 
phone from his Los Angeles of­ 
fice 
about 
the 
180.000-student 
system, 
the 
nation's 
largest 
higher education facility. Vio­ 
lent demonstrations broke out 
during the Iasi school year at 
San Francisco and San Fernan­ 
do Valley campuses. 
Both disturbance involve de­ 
mands for more programs for 
minority group students. 
“I certainly don’t think ten­ 
sions and pressures are over,” 
Dumke said. 
He 
explained possible cam­ 
pus guerrilla techniques as “hit 
and run tactics,” such as har­ 
assment of individual adminis­ 
trators. 
He said massive demonstra­ 
tions 
may not occur in the 
coming school year because the 
college 
system 
has 
“ learned 
much better how to cope with 
problems of this sort, and the 


goals of militants may change 
on campus as wel) as in the 
cities. 


“The nation has been quieter 
this summer than anybody has 
.iad a right to expect.” Dumke 
said. 


The legislature and state col­ 
lege trustees have adopted new 
ruies and attempted to clarify 
existing laws governing campus 
conduct. A series of college reg­ 
ulations 
outlined 
last 
spring 
give college presidents emer­ 
gency powers during campus 
crises. 
“ I approach this year with 
some 
reasonable 
optimism,” 
Dumke said. But he added the 
tensions probably will exist as 
long as students are concerned 
about the Vietnam war and as 
long as there is pressure for 
reforms for ethnic groups on 
campus.

He was listed as holder of the Dipsea 
record, running from Mill Valley to Stinson Beach in 
47 minutes, 22 seconds in 1937. 
Each year since then the name has come up as the 


record holder, but in name only. The body was miss­ 
ing. He was the p ha n t o m of the Dipsea. A myth. 
Everyone connected with the Dipsea, of course, new 
the name but nobody new anything about him. Was he 
killed in the war? 
Did Skid Row claim this former 


distant runner? 
Questions were 
answered 
with 


shrugs. 
Well, 1 am happy to report, Norman Bright is alive 


and well and surprisingly turned up in Mill Valley last 
weekend for Sunday’s 59th running of the foot race. 
But, like me, as a spectator. It was his first visit to the 
Dipsea since 1937. 
“ We didn’t know he was coming,” said a member of 


the Mill Valley Junior Chamber of Commerce. “ He 
.just turned up Saturday and said ‘Here I am.’ 
Of 


course we were delighted.” 


He Remembers Record Run W ell 


Bright handed out trophies at Stinson Beach Sun­ 
day. An affable chap now employed as a guidance 
counsellor in the Seattle school system, working with 
r e t a r d e d children, he remembered his record run 
well. 
“ Look here." he enthusiastically greeted reporters, 


“ I still have the track shoes I wore that day. The 
course was in awful shape — slick from rain — so the 
Tamalpais High School track coach gave them to me 
lor better footing. I forget the coach’s name, but he 
helped me file down the spikes. 
“ I'd come here from Sunnyvale where 1 was teach­ 
ing school at the time and was really out to break the 
record which was 47:56 set in 1912. But the course 
was in such awful shape from the rains that my coach 
told me I didn't have a chance. In fact, he didn’t even 
come to the race that day; he stayed in his hotel 
room.” 


You Have To Prepare For Race 


Bright said he was surprised that his record has 


remained unbroken for all these 32 years but added: 
“ No one will break it unless they thoroughly study the 
course and prepare for it as I did. I camped out here at i 
Stinson Beach for two weeks prior to the race and 
trained daily. The first two times over the trail I got 
lost and had to knock on a door to ask directions. But I 
finally learned the Dipsea — every foot of it. For ex­ 
ample, 1 carried a stop watch with me and timed every 
section of the trail. I timed myself running up the 
(400) steps in Mill Valley and then timed myself walk­ 
ing up. I found out 1 could walk up them just as fast as | 
I could run, so that was important information. Toi 
beat this course you must learn to pace yourself. You 
just don't simply overpower it. 
Now 59 years old, wearing cheaters and sporting! 


snow on the roof. Bright couldn t resist the temptation1 
of retracing his steps along what is considered by many 
to be America's ruggedest footrace course. “ It took 
me 47 minutes and 22 seconds in 1937, and 155 min­ 
utes Saturday," he laughed. 
Incidentally, Bright was slightly amazed at the tur­ 
nout of 775 runners Sunday. “ In 1937 I beleive there 
were about 70 runners. 1 finished second in setting my 
record.” (The Dipsea is a handicap race and scratch 
limners seldom finish first.) 
Well, now we know there really is a Norman Bright 


and not just 12 letters printed indelibly in the record 
book. It was fun to see and meet the Phantom Sunday.

Could Be Bearish 


By ARNOLD SPEAR 


Q. I own shares of U.S. In­ 
dustries which made an offer 
to buy back shares. What does 
this mean for the stock's price 
action? — F. N. 
A. Wall Street has interpreted 
a 
company 
purchase 
of 
its 
shares as being bullish, indicat­ 
ing advance knowledge of some 
favorable development. But a 
recent study by Allan Young, 
assistant professor of finance at 
Syracuse 
University, 
reveals 
that the reverse may be true. A 
block of 227 NYSE companies 
which had bought 1 per cent or 
more of their own shares in any 
year from 1960 through 1967 
was compared with 227 control 
companies selected at random. 
A significant difference in the 
two groups was noted in earn­ 
ings performance just prior to 
repurchase, 
indicating 
t h a t 
reacquisition was used as a di­ 
versionary tactic. Price earn­ 
ings ratio in the two years fol­ 
lowing repurchase tended to be 
lower, primarily reflecting poor 
price performance, since per 
share earnings are increased by 
reacquisition. Companies with a 
lower leverage factor and a de­ 
clining capital base tended to 
use share purchase to adjust 
this balance. A company may 
utilize market weakness to ac­ 
quire shares for later acquisi­ 
tions. These purchases frequent­ 
ly serve as an immediate prop 
to the price. 


U.S. Industries' recent tender 
offer for 300,000 shares is an ex­ 
cellent example of this. The 
original offer at $24 was amend- 
, ed to $26.50 because of strong 
price action. C o n f i r m i n g 
Young's findings on leverage, 
USI's long-term debt is only 30 
per cent of total capitalization 
E a r n i n g s have shown rapid 
growth, as have sales. But prof­ 
it margins, after rising sharply 
in 1965 and 1966, widened only 
I slightly last year and have re­ 
mained unchanged this year. 
This sluggishness might be 
misinterpreted as corroborating 
the study’s conclusions on the 
relationship 
between 
earnings 
and repurchase. If price action 
should follow the presumed pat­ 
tern, USI could lag behind the 
market, near term. Since the ef­ 
fects of repurchase are transito­ 
ry depending on the company 
involved, I see no reason to dis­ 
turb holdings.

Erosion Ruining Beaches

where

water, a casualty of the sea's 
relentless battle with the land. 
Along these sand and gravel 
cliffs formed by the glaciers, 
conservationists are losing their 
battle to preserve one of the 
most 
magnificent 
beaches 
in 
the 
United 
States—the 
Great 
Outer Beach of Cape Cod. 60 
miles of wild beauty watched 
over 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Interior 
Department's 
National 
Park 
Service. 
Erosion, 
a 
fact 
of 
life 
wherever the sea 
meets 
the 
land, 
is 
often 
a 
dramatic 
phenomenon here where even 
one lashing northeast storm can 
lop up to 20 feet or more off the 
beaches and cliffs. 
The 
forces 
of 
erosion 
are 
wind, wave and current, and as 
James 
H. 
Bowman, 
a 
civil 
engineer 
charged 
with 
main­ 
taining the nearly 27.000 acre 
Cape 
Cod 
National 
Seashore, 
says, 
“ once 
the 
sea 
attacks 
you're done.” 


> metropolitan area, the Connec­ 
ticut shore and. in New York, 
the 
barrier 
beach 
of 
Long 
Island Sound, which has many 
seriously eroded areas. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
, is 
the 
federal 
agency 
which 
tackles beach erosion. Steven 
Onysko. project engineer with 
the 
Crops’ 
New

explained:

MAJOR FACTOR 


Another 
significant 
factor 
contributing to the erosion of 
the nation's beaches, according 
to 
Joseph 
Caldwell 
of 
the 
Arm y’s 
Coastal 
Engineering 
Research Center in Washington, 
is that “ practically no streams 
or rivers are contributing new 
sand to our beaches. 
“ We are 
working 
with 
the 
same supply of sand that has 
been 
there 
for 
thousands 
of 
years.” Caldwell said. “ It is a 
loss 
which 
is 
not 
being 
replenished unless man comes 
along.” 
Caldwell, top research special­ 
ist 
for the c e n t e r , s a i d 
“ everything is working against 
the 
beaches 
and 
nothing 
is 
working in their favor.” Sur­ 
veying 
the 
huge 
number 
of 
eroding beaches along the east 
coast, Caldwell added, “ most of 
our beaches would be eroding 
even if man never put a foot on 
them.” 
While the sea’s attack on the 
Cape’s Outer Beach is specta­ 
cular and sometimes devastat­ 
ing. few sandy areas along the 
Eastern 
Seaboard 
have 
gone 
unscathed. 


KNOWN EROSION 


Of the known serious erosion 
sites along the coast. Florida 
alone has 33. North Carolina 10, 
including 
perhaps 
the

severe problem area at Cape 
flatteras; 
South 
Carolina 
8; 
New Jersey 7; Georgia 5 and 
Delaware 
1. 
The 
Maryland 
coast also is eroding at a rapid 
pace. 
New England's rocky north­ 
ern face virtually is indestructi­ 
ble. but moving south toward 
the Cape are several problem 
areas, such as the overworked 
beaches 
around 
the 
Boston 


TWO-SIDED PROBLEM 


And erosion is only one part 
of a two-sided problem. Sand 
washed from one beach often 
piles up, or accretes, in bays 
and estuaries forcing men once 
again to step in with dredges or 
jetties 
to 
allow 
continued 
navigation and recreation. 


Here 
on 
the 
Cape's 
outer 
beach, offshore currents carry 
sand 
stripped 
from 
Nauset 
Beach south and threaten to 
block the entrance to Pleasant 
Bay. The same currents carry 
loose sand north around the tip 
of

Cape, 
and 
in 
the 
Provincelands 
area, 
accretion 
measures up to 6 feet a year. 


What can be done to prevent 
erosion and accretion? “ What

Only Part Of Defense 
Iceberg Under Attack 


Congress and public are paying close 
attention, for the first time in many 
years, to the spending of the military 
services. 
Some pretty loud criticism has been 
voiced of late over disclosures such 
as 120 C5A jet transports that will 
cost $1.8 billion more than the $3.4 
billion originally contracted, that po­ 
tential brake failure in the A7D at­ 
tack plane was concealed from the 
government, that tanks were bought 
which were incapable of operating 
with the firing system they were sup­ 
posed to mount, etc., etc. 


M I L I A R Y SPENDING certainly 
needs to be watched closely. Many bil­ 
lions that might have been used for 
permanent benefits for the nation have 
been wasted by the military over the 
last two decades. But the concentration 
on contracts ignores the submerged 
part of the iceberg. 
Richard P. Cooke, in a recent Wall 
Street Journal article discussing in­ 
dustry's view of the matter, wrote: 
“ Of the total annual defense budget 
of $80 billion, only about $20 billion 
goes for actual weapons procurement. 
In the remaining $60 billion unneces­ 
sary overhead bulks large, and it is this 
sector which should be attacked by 
economizers rather than the building 
of the weapons themselves, according 
to one outstanding defense company 
president.” 


IT IS RELATIVELY easy to detect 
waste when an airplane costs twice 
what was estimated or when a missile 
is declared obsolete before its launch­ 
ing facilities are completed. It is much 
harder to track down the waste in 
needless proliferation of bookkeeping, 
in antiquated organizational systems, 
in inefficient assignment of manpower, 
etc. But the waste is there. 
This applies not only to the Defense 
Department, of course. Other govern­ 
mental operations— federal, state and 
local—suffer from many of the same 
ills. 
The trouble with attempts to make 
government operate more efficiently 
is that each such effort seems to add

another layer to the bureaucratic paper 
shuffling. Parkinson’s Law operates 
here with a vengeance. 


Neither can man depend on com­ 
puters to create more efficiency. We 
have in our own county an example 
of how introduction of computers in­ 
augurated a spiral of rising costs in 
operating the data processing depart­ 
ment itself, which are only now being 
brought under control after a long 
period of wasteful operation. 


THE PLAIN FACT is that the only 
way to root out waste is to get out in 
the field and investigate personally to 
find where it is occurring. This is an 
unpleasant task from which both poli­ 
ticians and high-priced administrators 
shrink. But any smart bureaucrat can 
turn out reports of time, labor and 
material usage that will look good 
when run through a computer. 
That $60 billion part of the defense 
budget that is submerged under the 
surface may require a lot of sonar 
soundings. In the meantime, attacking 
the visible part that is represented by 
contracts for weapons and supplies at 
least promises some needed savings. 


Try Gopher Plant 


if you are much troubled with go­ 
phers making a mess of your garden, a 
friend of ours claims to have the an­ 
swer. It is a distant cousin of the poin- 
settia and is called gopher plant, also 
caper spurge, mole plant and compass 
plant. 
There is no doubt that it is poison­ 
ous. as it sometimes poisons cattle. An 
annual or biennial, one to three feet 
tall with very attractive f o 1 i a g e, go­ 
pher plant is a native of the Mediterra­ 
nean region, but now grows wild in 
Marin. It is usually found in moist situ­ 
ations. 
We hadn't heard of it before, but if 
it lives up to its billing, the neighbors 
will have our share of gophers next 
year. Gophers are said to avoid any 
small p o r t i o n of land where gopher 
plants are growing. 


That $524 Million 'Surplus' 
Turns Out To Be All Spent

SACRAMENTO. - (CNS) - 
Perhaps there should be some 
different method of explaining 
the financial situation of the 
state to the public. The figures 
handed out by the state’s fin­ 
ancial experts are somewhat 
difficult to understand. 
Ordinarily, when a business 
comes up with a surplus, it 
means that the business at the 
end of a year has taken in 
more money than it has spent. 
But with the state, it is not 
quite that simple. In fact, it is 
not simple at all, as the list of 
"conditions” attached to the 
state’s surplus for a fiscal 
year creates a situation in 
which the taxpaying public 
wonders where it a c t u a l l y 
.-lands. 


CYNIC'S CORNER 


FOR INSTANCE, State Con­ 
troller Houston I. 
Flournoy 
happily announces California 
wound up fiscal 1968-69 with a 
•■free surplus of $524 million/’ 
But this generous figure, it 
is found, is not a surplus at 
all, as $194 million is deducted 
for “ working capital” neces­ 
sary to be on hand to assure 
operations during the 1969-70 
fiscal year. 
Further, the 1969 state legis­ 
lature already has appropriat­ 
ed funds from this mythical 
surplus for various purposes 
for the current fiscal year, pri­ 
marily for support of educa­ 
tion. 
After one makes his way 
through the maze of figures 
connected with the so-called

$524 m i l l i o n surplus, one 
comes up with the fact that 
out of this figure, there is an 
additional $9 million surplus, 
which the governor says will 
go to support of education. 


BUT THE $9 MILLION can’t 
be spent this year, and will 
have to wait until next year, 
before the educationists can 
get their hands on this excess 
amount of tax the citizens of 
California have contributed to 
the state general fund. 


All of which means when a 
layman figures it out. there 
actually isn’t any surplus at 
all. for the simple reason the 
$524 million has been spent in 
one way or another prior even 


to the computation date used 
to describe the mythical “ sur­ 
plus” of state funds. 


THIS IS the first time in his­ 
tory, the department of fi­ 
nance says, that the state has 
ever come up with that much 
of a paper surplus in state 
funds. 
It might also be called to the 
attention of the public that this 
year is the first time in the 
financial history of California 
that taxpayers have been be- 
leagured with such high taxes. 
In other words, the state is 
collecting more money that it 
needs to run the government, 
in the amount of $524 million, 
and at the same time, commit­ 
ting this excess for future ex­ 
penditures, instead of return­ 
ing it to the taxpayers where 
it belongs. 


IF ONE overpays a bill with 
a private business organiza­ 
tion, he usually gets a credit 
slip back showing how much 
the organization owes him for 
the over-payment. 
Not so, however, with the 
state. It voraciously applies 
the over-payment to some fu­ 
ture expenditures, and leaves 
the taxpayer holding the sack!

Banks Get Challenge 
To Face Responsibility 


(Reprinted from 
Oakland Tribune) 


Secretary of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Robert Finch 
has offered the challenge to 
the nation's bankers in clear 
and unmistakable terms: 
They can continue making 
federally guaranteed loans to 
needy college students despite 
a tight money situation that 
would bring them slightly less 
than the maximum profit. 
Or they can be steadfastly 
firm in grasping for the high­ 
est possible gains at the ex­ 
pense of some 200,000 students 
who could thus be denied entry 
to the nation's colleges in the 
next few weeks. 


THE PROBLEM is not the 
doing of the Nixon administra­ 
tion nor of the bankers, but 
mostly can be attributed to a 
“ tight money” situation and a 
foot-dragging Congress. 
Banks have been increasing­ 
ly hesitant to make loans to 
college stt*dents, even when 
they 
are 
g o v e r n m e n t - 
guaranteed. 
because present 
law permits only a 7 per cent 
interest rate while they can 
easily get 81 ^ per cent else­ 
where and thus make a great­ 
er profit. Banks are them­ 
selves paying 6!4 per cent in­ 
terest on c o r p o r a t e funds 
placed by corporations in cer­ 
tificates of deposit of $100.000 
or more for six months. 


THE SENATE overwhelm­ 
ingly passed a bill to permit 
interest rates on such loans as 
high as 10 per cent, but the 
H o u s e 
of 
Representatives 
failed to act before the current 
three-week congressional re­ 
cess started. There is every 
reason to expect the 10 per 
cent rate will eventually be 
approved, probably on a retro­ 
active basis so the banks won’t 
suffer any dollar loss. 
In calling on the bankers for 
an “ enlightened response” to 
his plea that the loans be con­ 
tinued, Secreatry Finch fo­ 
cused on a vital issue: 
He was asking, in effect, if 
the banks can recognize that 
they have a special obligation 
to the thousands of young peo­ 
ple of this nation who want to 
f u r t h e r their careers but 
whose parents don’t have the 
financial means to match spi- 
raling college costs. 


TO DATE, just one lending 
institution, New York’s Chase 
Manhattan Bank, has been re-/ 
ported meeting that obligation 
by not limiting approval of 


student loan applications. 
If other major banks would 
step in to “ share the load.” 
the students’ needs would be 
met without appreciable finan­ 
cial sacrifice on anyone's part, 
particularly in view of the ex­ 
pected congressional action on 
the interest rate. 
The “ paper losses” would be 
more than made up by the 
good will acquired and the im­ 
proved image for the bankers 
who all too often are viewed 
by the public as heartless, un­ 
feeling creatures.

No Time For 'Patch And Wait' 


In Defense Dept. Procurement

WASHINGTON 
- 
President 
Nixon and Defense Secretary 
Melvin Laird are making a 
grievous mistake. 
They are assuming that, be­ 
cause the horrible and costly 
inefficiencies in Pentagon pro­ 
curement occurred during pre- 
v i o u s administrations, they 
can take their own good time 
setting things straight. 
They can’t. 


EVERY DAY that goes by 
without massive surgery to 
carve out the gross incompe­ 
tencies in defense procure­ 
ment is eroding the nation's 
respect for the military and 
is imperiling the security of 
the United States in a world 
where serious war is in the air 
— on the Sino-Soviet border, 
in the Middle East, in Eastern 
Europe. 
The administration simply 
can’t go about trying to cope 
with this Pentagon virus with 
a penknife and an eraser. And 
it can't expect the country or 
the congress to smile benignly 
at it because the worst horrors 
of mismanagement took place 
under other administrations. 
Richard Nixon didn't get us 
into Vietnam, but he’s saddled 
with it and now it is his re­ 
sponsibility. 
Laird didn’t 
preside over 
l oos e contracting, mounting 
cost overruns and immoral 
coverups, 
but 
he’s 
saddled 
with them and now they are 
his. 


BECAUSE THE worst Pen­ 
tagon blundering took place 
under Presidents Johnson and 
Kennedy, the Nixon adminis­ 
tration seems to think it can 
proceed with 
all deliberate 
slowness to do what needs to 
be done. 
It can’t. 
Public patience is wearing 
thin. 
Congressional 
patience 
i s 
wearing thin. 
Rightly so. 
And there is grave danger 
that since the only effective 
sanction congress has to com­ 
pel reform is to cut the de­ 
fense budget deeply until ad­ 
equate reform is forthcoming, 
it will do just that. And the end 
result would be to leave the 
United States mifitarily weak 
at a period of great uncertain­ 
ty in the world. 


SECRETARY L A I R D be­ 


lieves that the $3-billion cut in 
current defense spending re­ 
quired by congress is begin­ 
ning to do just that. 
Congress has been criticized 
for nit-picking at the defense 
budget, hacking off money in­ 
discriminately without e v e r 
taking a total view of the na­ 
tion's d e f e n s e commitment 
and its defense needs in order 
to determine its total defense 
requirements. 
But it is no more intelligent 
and no more justified for the 
Nixon administration to ex­ 
pend precious time just patch­ 
ing up Pentagon procurement. 
it is true that Secretary 
Laird has talked of taking a 
more skeptical attitude toward 
eager-beaver new-weapons en­ 
thusiasts. The President has 
directed the Budget Bureau to 
look with suspicion at the mili­ 
tary budget and has named a 
committee to study Defense 
Department procedures. 
But none of this is good 
enough, nor is it moving fast 
and far enough, to restore the 
stern, practical discipline the 
Defense Department so ur­ 
gently needs. 


HOW DO WE know enough 
is not being done? Everybody 
would know it if it were. But 
now, one top Pentagon official 
is blurting out the truth. He is 
Dr. John S. Foster Jr., director 
of defense research and engi­ 
neering. He knows the facts 
and is telling them: 
“ Our past and present meth­ 
ods of acquiring weapons have 
lost us the confidence of the 
public and are threatening our 
country's future security. Un­ 
less we change our practices 
drastically, our future ability 
to deter war and to fight can 
be seriously jeopardized. 
“ The country, until recently, 
has been patient with us. We 
have assumed that we had 
time to do better. But the 
country's 
patience 
has 
run 
out, The signs are all around 
us.” 
What needs to be done? No 
routine checkup will be ade­ 
quate, says Dr. Foster. The 
need is for “ major surgery.” 
When 
are 
they going 
to 
wheel the patient into the op­ 
erating room? Why not now?

5 Per Cent Income Tax 
Cut Won't Apply To All 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN and JOHN A. GOLDSMITH 


WASHINGTON - There is a 
lot less S a n t a Claus than 
claimed for taxpayers in the 
middle income brackets i$8.- 
000 to $20.000) in the tax re­ 
form bill voted by the House. 


Instead of the loudly fan- 
fared 5 per cent cut in individ­ 
ual rates for the millions of 
taxpayers in these brackets — 
hurriedly written into the mea­ 
sure at the last minute by the 
ways and means committee — 
the actual reduction is from 4 
of 1 per cent to 14 per cent. 
This :s revealed in an analy­ 
sis of the House-passed bill 
made by staff experts of the 
Senate Finance Committee — 
where the legislation is now 
pending. The committee study 
states the measure does cut in­ 
dividual tax rates 5 per cent. 
But it points out that percen­ 
tage is an overall figure that 
includes all income brackets 
— from $500 to $400.000 and 
over. 


In other words. 5 per cent is 
a blanket reduction that, as it 
works out, benefits those with 
incomes of $64,000 and over. 
Several millions of poor are 
exempted from paying any in­ 
come tax. 


The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee’s a n a l y s i s presents the 
main a r g u m e n t s for and 
against the new rate schedule, 
as follows: 


FOR — “ The reduction is 
justified on the ground that 
present rates are unrealistic 
and have been instrumental in 
encouraging the development 
of tax avoidance devices and 
tax shelters. Lower rates re­ 
duce the incentive to use and 
devise methods of avoiding tax 
and reduce the disproportion- 
tion on economic decisions, 
both socially desirable goals.” 


A G A I N S T — “ Tax rates 
should not be reduced during a 
period when inflation is so 
strong, and further extension 
of the income tax surcharge 
rates is being considered to 
combat it. Also the reduction 
all rates is highly questionable 
because of the huge loss of 
revenue — $4.5 billion. The 


amount unbalances the reform 
and relief program in contra.M 
to the rate schedule in the bills 
as reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee. Tthat rate 
schedule roughly balanced the 
revenue gain from tax reform 
and revenue loss from tax re­ 
lief.” 


THE HOUSE 
measure is 
c e r t a i n to be considerably 
changed by the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee. 
Both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic committeemen disagree 
with many of its provisions. 
Also, members want to incor­ 
porate additional items. Fore­ 
most among them is an in­ 
crease in old age Social Secu­ 
rity benefits.

Schmitz Bill Won't End 


Family Life' Arguments

Opponents of early sex edu­ 
cation have scored a victory 
with the passage and signing 
into 
law 
of 
Sen. 
John 
G 
Schmitz’s SB 413, but the mea­ 
sure cannot be expected to 
end the arguments over “ fam­ 
ily life education.” 
Schmitz’s 
measure, 
which 
passed the state Senate 23-0, 
forbids sex instruction in the 
schools without parental per­ 
mission. It also gives parents 
the right to examine materials 
to be used in such classes be­ 
fore deciding whether to let 
their children attend. 
The measure was opposed 
by the California Teachers As­ 
sociation in a battle in which 
the issue became submerged 
in charges of “ right wing sup­ 
port” and “ left wing opposi­ 
tion.” The CTA made much of 
Senator Schmitz's m e m b e r- 
ship in the John Birch Society. 
The act is likely to result in 
redesign of the “ family life 
education" courses in those 
school districts where there 
has been considerable opposi­ 
tion to sex instruction — of 
which there are quite a few. It 
may result in abandonment of 
the program in some districts, 
at least in primary grades. 


THE FURORE over “ family 
hte education” is reminiscent 
ol earlier fights over sex edu­ 
cation — but with a difference. 
In 1957, Editorial Research 
Reports prepared a resume of 
the status of sex education in 
the schools, and the controver­ 
sy surrounding it at that time. 
Here is an excerpt from it : 
Sex education of the young 
is 
undertake 
primarily 
to 
guide boys and girls toward 
acceptance 
of 
the 
attitudes 
and behavior patterns which 
accord 
with 
the 
prevailing 
moral standards of the society 
in which they live. . . . 
“ Virtually every statement 
of purpose of sex education 
enunciated 
by 
agencies 
en­ 
gaged in it reflects the funda­ 
mental motive of h e l p i n g 
young people to adapt their 
primitive impulses to the de­ 
mands of a social idea, the 
monogamous family unit.” 


THE CURRENT view is ex­ 


pressed in an article by Don 
Speich. education writer of the 
Sacramento Bee, which ap- 
p e a r e d this month. Speich 
wrote: 


“ Whose s e x u a l guidelines 
and morals will the teacher 
impart to the students? The 
answer is no one’s. IdeaHy, 
the instruction is of an amoral 
nature, with the t e a c h e r 
presenting all sides of the coin 
to the pupils.” 


This lack of moral instruc­ 
tion in the sex courses is what 
caused George Romney. then 
governor of Michigan, to veto 
a bill for sex classes in that 
state’s schools last year. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, 
much of 
the opposition to sex courses 
is from parents opposed to sex 
education per se. But their 
ranks are swelled by those 
who (1) object to the lack of 
moral teaching, or (2> oppose 
introduction 
in the 
l o w e r 
grades of material which in 
former sex courses was of­ 
fered at about junior high lev­ 
el. 


Typical of the latter is a 
comment by Hardin B. Jones, 
professor of medical physics 
and physiology at University 
of California, Berkeley. Wrote 
Professor Jones: 


“ The fuss is about the right­ 
ful concern of parents and ed­ 
ucators when SI ECUS (Sex In­ 
fo r m a t i o n and Education 
Council of the U.S.) and others 
urge that tots and preadoles­ 
cents should be introduced to 
the mechanics of sex and the 
concepts of sexuality long be­ 
fore there is physiological and 
mental development for such 
understanding.”

The report says that of all the 
continents. North America has 
seen the most drastic changes 
in abundance of wildlife and the 
greatest number of extinctions 
m historic times. 
“ This is undoubtedly because 
of its sudden transition from 
primitive to highly civilized con­ 
ditions,” it says.

Now the city must contract

Stilwell said laser branding is 
so fast-in the time span of mi­ 
croseconds —than an animal is 
branded before it knows it.

Laser stands for “ light ampli- 


i fication by stimulated emission 
radiation.” 
There

differences between the laser 
used in space work and the one 
used in the VRI laboratories. 


The astronomers use a ruby 
to get a radar beam that starts 
out half an inch across and is 
not wider than half a mile when 
it hits the moon. VRI engi­ 
neers use carbon dioxide in a 
long tube in place of the ruby. It 
generates laser beams in the in­ 
frared frequency. 


But Stilwell said their brand­ 
ing laser achieves temperatures 
of t,000 degrees Centigrade. He 
and the engineers are making a 
study to determine whether to 
put on the brand with a stencil 
or by moving the beam. 
W h a t e v e r method will be 
used, the animal will be stopped 
in a chute and in the merest 
fraction of a second the brand 
will be applied. 
“ It now costs 25 to 40 cents to 
put a brand on an animal,” Stil­ 
well said. “ We hope we can get J 
this down to 12 or 15 cents.” 
A laser branding machinen of j 
course, would cost a good deal j 
more than a metal branding i 
iron and a mesquite wood fire. 
Stilwell expects that the gov­ 
ernment will require identifica­ 
tion marks on all cattle and 
hogs within five years and that 
laser branding will be the an­ 
swer to the problem. 
He and his engineers also 
have been trying their beams on 
a collection of cow and steer 
skulls and find that they do an 
instant job of dehorningm The 
speed of the process would less- \ 
en the shock of the operation. 
Stillwell said VRI in its labo­ 
ratory is trying “ to bring all 
technology to bear on the ani­ 
mal health industry.” and to 
th’s end also will try to adapt 
radar to castrating animals.
